It is very: probable t that at the next 
‘session of the legislature a bill autnor- 
izing the people of Storey and Washoe 
counties to subscribe for the construc- 
tion of a narrow gauge railroad from 
Reno to Virginia City, will be intro- 
oS ill. Such a road, by the short 
route which will no doubt be propos- 
a would undoubtedly be of immense 
benefit to and the state. That 
is the chief reason why it will be im- 
possible or nearly impossible to pass 
the bill. Heavy interests will be ar- 

rayed against it and we fear that there 
is great that the knuckles 
which hand up the bill will be severe- 
_ ly rapped with a golden rod. The 
proposition is a very seductive one and 
would be extremely popular but fer 
the prevalent suspicion that the per- 
sons who have the scheme in hand (at 
present unknown to the Gazerrs) may 
be mach more interested in alarming 
(profitably, to themselves, of course) 
the heavy interests before referred to 
then in benefiting the people The 
bi, if presented at all, must be pre- 

sented by men of known honesty and 
public spirit. If any one of shaky 
reputation has anything to do with it 
the project will fall flat under the con- 
tempt of the people, who will not 
knowingly act the part of tools in the 
hands of a few rascally politicians in- 
tent upon blackmailing wealthy cor- 
porations. The bill, actively taken 
hold of by honest men with no selfish 
ends to ought to pass the legis- 
lature. The honest men, however, 
will perhaps be ag hard to find as it 
would be difficult te pass the bill io 
the face of the kind of opposition sure 
to be arrayed against it. The tax- 
payers of Washoe will keep a a bright 
lookout forthis railroad bill.

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Wilson, the Cherfy Creek Road 
Agenf Convicted. | 


History of the Rebbery--How the Brig- 
uad, Gave Himself Away—Inter- ~* 
esting Testimony —The 
Awful Penalty. 


On Monday evening the trial of 
George Wilson, one of the Cherry 
Creek stage robbers came toa con- 
clusion in the United States cir- 
cuit court, resulting in a verdict of 
guilty. From a gentleman who served 
asa juror in the case a Gazerre re- 
porter to-day obtained the following 
facts, descriptive of the circumstances 
of the robbery and giving an outline 
of the evidence upen which the high- 
wayman has at last been brought te 
justice. This was the third trial. In 
the two previous enes Wilson, 
Bell, and Donnelly, the robbers 
were tried together and in each in- 
stance the jury failed to find a verdict. 


THE ROBBERY 


took place en the night of November 
2ist 1877. The from Sprucs 
Mountain to Cherry Creek, driven by 
Frank Nay, having aboard the U. S. 
mail and Wells, Fargo & Co's treasure 
box, when within a mile and a third 
of its destination was stepped by three 
armed men, all masked by having 
handkerchiefs tied across their faces. 
The tallest of the three, armed with a 
carbine, teok the middle of the road 
in front of the horses and ordered the 
driver and a passenger named Hughes, 
who occupied the seat by his side, to 
throw up their hands. The other two 
highwaymen advanced from either 
side of the road with cocked pistols in 
their hands. The driver, Hughes 
and the three inside passengers were 
compelled tocome down with their 
hands held over their heads and were 
also forced to go on their knees while 
the brigands searched them for arms. 
Everything of the kind being removed 
the victims were led to the side of the 
road, ordered to lie upon their faces 
and had their hands tied behind their 
backs. They were then robbed of 
whatever money they had, amount- 
ing in all to about $100. They were 
laid in arow and covered with blankets 
taken from the stage. The driver was 
erdered at the point of the pistol to 
unhitch the horses and tie them be- 
hind the stage, after whichhe was 
tied and covered with the rest, 


THE ROBBERS RECOGNIZED. 


It happened that a passenger named 
Honeyman, who lay at the end of the 
row next the stage, had not been given 
quite his share of the blankets and 
he was thus enabled, (as it was a 
bright moonlight night) to watch the 
actions of the rascals. The mail sack 
was taken from the boot, cut open and 
'Tifled. Wells, Fargo & Co’s. box re- 
sisted all attempts to open it. While 
the robbers were thus engaged they, 
relying no doubt upon the blankets, 
allowed their handkerchiefs to slip 
down about their necks Honey- 
man was enabled to distinguish the 
faces of all. He recognized Wilson as 
a man whom he had previously known 
and roomed with at Cherry Creek. 
Hon had never before seen the 
other two fellows that he could re- 
member, but next day in Cherry Creek 
he saw and recognized them. After 
the robbers departed the robbed pas- 
sengers lay quiet about ten minutes 
and then managed to free themselves. 
The horses were hitched up and the 
stage was driven into Cherry Creek at 
11 o'clock, about two hours behind 
time. ‘ 
A TELL-TALE PISTOL. 

On the night of the robbery a man 
named Mose Watkins, supposed to 
have been a confederate of the high- 
waymen, was discovered in Cherry 
Creek trying to hide ina haystack 
two pistols, one ef which was recog- 
nized as Bell’s. Watkins said he had 
found them in an old deserted slaugh- 
ter pen which lies off the road between 
the scene of the robbery and the 
town. An officer next morning visi

night the deed was done and 
were eXamined by Justice 
4 BULLDOSED WITNESS . 

Honeyman appeared as a witness and 
not able to swear 
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bad crowd in Cherry Creek and you'll 
surely be shot if you do.” This nat- 
urally alarmed Honeyman very much, 
as he had confidence in Day, and his 
fear induced him to testify as he did. 
As soon as the United States author- 
ities arrested the robbers and Honey- 
man was brought before the United 
States ,commissioner at Elko and us- 
sured of the protection of the law, he 
gave testimony identifying Wilson, to 
which he has ever since adhered. 
A FOOLISH ROAD AGENT 

At.the trial it was testified by Honey- 
man and Hughesthat oa the dayof the 
examination before Justice Clayton, 
Wilson meeting them in front of a sa- 
loon effered them money, which both 


refused, Hughes telling him that he 
didn’t need any money and Honey- 
man saying; Let it go to hell with the 
rest, having reference to some $60 of 
which hehad been robbed. Wilson 
still insisted upon their taking some 
coin, saying thattit would do for whis- 
key money and he thrust into the 
kets of each three or four dollars 
in silver. He also said to Honeyman, 
(and the words were overheard by Hu- 
ghes)“ Lou and your partner (alluding 
to Hughes) and anywhere 
ou want to in town and the bill will 
paid. If you want anything call 
upon any of the btys who wire exam- 
ined to-day.” Immediatly after 
this Wilson said to Hughes, out of 
hearing of Honeyman: ‘‘Were you 
scared], referring of course, to the 
robbery. Hughes replied: Les, I 
was scared, because I was afraid I 
might be mistaken for a messenger.” 
To which Wilson said: ‘‘WhenI saw 
you throw up your nhnds I knew you 
weren’t a messenger.” 

The lawyers for the defense 
endeavored to, break down Hughes’ 
testimony on this point by 
asking if Wilson hadn't said they 
instead of I, but Hughes was pos- 
itive that Wilson had spoken cf him- 
self as knewing that he was not a 
messenger. 


WILSON AGAIN GIVES HIMSELF AWAY. 


On Christmas night Honeyman had 
another conversation with Wilson at 
a hurdy house of which Bell was one 
of the owners. Wilson introduced 


Honeyman to Bell as one of the boys 
who had been on the stage that night. 
In the course of the conversation Hon- 
eyman complained that he, a laboring 
man, shouldjhave been robbed of his 
money and Wilson replied that if 
Wells, Fargo & Co’s box had been got- 
ten open nothing wouid have been 
taken from the passengers. Wilson 
further said concerning a knife which 
had been taken from Honeyman and 
by which he seemed for some reason 
or other to set great store: Keep 
still. Don't let an) officer pump you 
and your knife will be all right.“ A 
few days afterward when Honeyman 
took his overcoat down from a nail 
in a room in a butcher's shop where 
Wilson had been accustomed to sleep 
and to which he had access at all 
times, the identical knife dropped 
from the overcoat pocket to the floor. 
In corroboration of Honeyman’s tes- 
timon y about his darling knife Hughes 
bore witness that on the occasion of 
the robbery while the thieves were 
going through Honeyman he heard 
him protesting against the ravishment 
of his knife; that he (Hughes) when 
the rebbers were gone untied Honey- 
man’s bonds with his teeth and that 
then Honeyman had taken Hughes’ 
knife from his (Hughes’) pocket and 
set the rest free. : 


WILSON’S ALIBI. 


Wilson's defense was an alibi, which 
he failed to prove, many of the wit- 
nesses Called in his behalf flatly con- 
tradicting his assertions concerning 
his transactions with them at certain 
times and places. He denied that 
the conversation with Heneyman at 
the hurdy house had ever happened 
fer he and Bell were not in Cherry 
Creek on the night in question, but in 
Ward. This story was conclusively 
proved to be false by several witnesses 
who testified positively to having 
seen both Bell and Wilson ata min- 
strel performance which was given at 
Cherry Creek on Christmas night.
